White spots on v arnished fu rni­ 
tu re 
may 
be cau sed 
by standing 
water, hot dishes or alcohol, say s 
Hannah Nabors, home demonstration 
agent of Jones Cou nty . 
There are 
way s for remov ing both slight and 
sev ere white spots, and Miss Naoors 
giv es the following su ggestions to 
homemakers; 
If the spots are slight, they may 
be remov ed simply by ru bbing with 
camphorated oil or oil of pepper­ 
mint. 
Or they may disappear when 
the su rface of the fu rnitu re is wash­ 
ed with a mix tu re of one q u art of 
warm 
water, three tablespoons of 
boiled linseed oil and one tablespoon 
of tu rpentine; then dried with a soft 
dry cloth, and ru bbed with fu rnitu re 
polish. 
For more sev ere white spots— those 
that are old or v ery deep—an abra­ 
siv e may be needed as well as oil, 
say s Miss Nabors. 
One mix tu re that 
may be u sed for remov ing them is 
salt and salad oil. 
Dip the finger in 
oil, then in salt, and ru b. 
Repeat 
u ntil the spot disappears. 
They dry 
and polish. 
Or u se a paste made of 
powdered pu mice and linseed oil, and 
ru b ov er the spot with the finger or 
soft cloth u ntil the spot disappears. 
If so mu ch ru bbing is req u ired that 
it remov es the su rface, the ru bbed 
area may need refinishing, Miss Na­ 
bors conclu des.
